W ashington,Sept. 20.—Twenty years 
after the death of Garfield the na­ 
tions capita' was again mourning; the 
wheels of government were 
locked 
and the voices of the people were up­ 
lifted in prayer for the soul of Will­ 
iam McKinley while his mortal re­ 
mains were being committed to the 
tomb in his Ohio home. 
There was 
no need of a proclamation to ensure 
a proper observance of the sad e \e n t 
here. 
Everywhere were to be seen badges 
of mourning and on every flagstaff 
the ensign was at half mast. 
Private 
and public business was absolutely 
suspended and every 
face showed 
signs of-sadness. 
The city gave evi­ 
dence in most impressive m anner that 
its heart was with Canton in the sol­ 
emn hour of President McKinley’s fu­ 
neral. 
At exactly 2:30 o’clock (1:30 
in Canton) the city ceased from labor 
practically from locomotion, for five 
minutes. There was no official procla­ 
mation requiring such observance of 
the funeral hour, nor had there been 
any general agreem ent for such ob­ 
servance. 
But when the hour came, as if by 
common instinct, men, women 
and 
children, white and black, t ame to a 
sudden halt in whatsoever they were 
engaged and sat or 


Stood as Still as Statues 
wheresoever they chanced to be. Men 
on foot and on bicycles, the drivers of 
carriages and draft wagons, ehaffeurs 
and trainmen, stood in mute supplica­ 
tion for the dead. Street cars through 
out the city were at a standstill and 
generally the car operatives and their 
passengers united in a silent service 
which caused spectators to look on as 
if it were "the hush of being newly 
born.” 
Indeed, all the appurtenances 
of business throughout 
the capita! 
were, for the time. noiseless and the I 
entire city wa# as quiet as a prayer 
at midnight. 
It was a beautiful contribution to * 
the nation s breath of prayer, and it f 
is safe to say that W ashington, never 
before In its history, beheld so unique j 
and striking, nor so spontaneous and 
unconventional token of respect and 
love for any man 
The people, in 
accordance 
with 
President 
Roosevelt's proclamation, 
repaired to their churches to attend 
the memorial services, and 
rarely 
have the places of worship been so 
crowded.

Canton, O., Sept. 20.—W ith majestic 
solemnity, surrounded by hi# country­ 
men and hi# townspeople, in the pre# 
ence of the president of the United 
States, the cabinet, justice# of the bu 
promo court, senators and represent.*! 
tlves in congress, the heads of the 
i military and naval establishments, the 
governors of states and a great con 
j course of people who had known and 
; loved him, all that Is mortal of the 
third president to fall by an assas­ 
sin’s bullet was committed 
to the 
grave, 
it was a spectacle of mournful 
grandeur. 
Canton ceased 
to lie a 
town and swelled to the proportions of 
a great city. 
From every city and 
hamlet in Ohio, from th*' remote cor­ 
ners of the South ami from the East 
and West, the human tide flowed into 
the town until IOO,OOO people were 
within Its gates, here to pay their last 
tribute to the fallen chief. 
The final scenes at the First Meth­ 
odist church, where the service was 
i held, anil at the beautiful West Lawn 
cemetery, where the body was con­ 
fined to a vault, were simple and im­ 
pressive. 
The service at the church 
j consisted of a brief oration, prayers 
! by the ministers of three denomina­ 
tions and singing by a quartette, The 
body was then taken to West Lawn 
cemetery and placed In a receiving 
vault, pending the time it shall be laid 
to rest beside the dead children who 
were laid to rest year# ago. 
The fu­ 
neral procession was very imposing 
and included not only the representa­ 
tive# of the army and navy of the 
United States but the entire military 
strength of the state of Ohio, and hun­ 
dreds of civic, fraternal and other or­ 
ganizations. 
It was two railes long. 
Mc6. McKinley Too Weak to Attend. 
One of the most pathetic features 
of the day was the absence of Mrs. 
McKinley from the funeral service at 
the church and cemetery when the 
boily of her husband was laid to rest. 
Since the shock of the shooting, then 
of death and through the ordeal of 
Elate ceremonies, she had borne up 
bravely.

Washington, Sept. 20.—Twenty years 
after the death of Garfield the na­ 
tions capita’ wee again mourning; the 
wheels of government were 
locked 
and the voices of the people were up­ 
lifted In prayer for the soul of Will­ 
iam McKinley while hie mortal re­ 
mains were being committed to the 
tomb in his Ohio home. 
There was 
no need of a proclamation to ensure 
a proper observance of the sad event 
here. 
Everywhere were to he seen badges 
of mourning and on every flagstaff 
the ensign was at half mast. Private 
and public business was absolutely 
suspended and every 
face showed 
signe of sadness. 
The city gave evi­ 
dence in most impressive manner that 
Its heart was with Canton in the sol­ 
emn hour of President McKinley's fu­ 
neral. 
At exactly 2: SO o'clock (1:30 
In Cnnton) the city ceased from labor, 
practically from locomotion, for live 
minutes. There was no official procla­ 
mation requiring such observance of 
the funeral hour, nor had there been 
any general agreement for such ob­ 
servance. 
But when the hour came, as if by 
'Common instinct, se n . women 
and 
children, white and black, came to s 
sudden halt In whatsoever they were 
engaged and sat or 
Stood as Still as Statue» 
wheresoever they chanced to he. Men 
on foot nad on bicycles, the drive» of 
carriages and draft wagons, chaffears 
and trainmen, stood in mute supplica­ 
tion for 'the dead. Street cars through­ 
out the city were at a standstill sad 
generally the car operatives and their 
passengers untied in n silent service 
which caused spectators to look on as 
If K were "the hush of being newly 
born." Indeed, all the appurtenances 
of business throughout 
the capital 
were, for the time, noiseless and tbs 
entire city wae as quiet as a prayer 
at mid sight. 
It was a beautiful contribution to 
the nation’s breath of prayer, and It 
Is rafe to ray that Washington, never 
before In Its history, beheld so unique 
and striking, nor so spontaneous and

TRIBUTE TO 
NATION’S DEAD 


One of Largest Audiences Ever Gathered 


City Hear Words of Eloquence. 


in 


With Saddened Hearts 


Citizens Gather 


a Large Concourse 


in Gardner Hall.

The people of Brainerd, patriotic 
and loyal, responded nobly yester­ 
day afternoon and Gardner Hall was 
filled to overflowing by an intelligent 
and representative body of people, 
who gathered to do honor to the late 
President McKinley, the hour of 
meeting being simultaneous with 
funeral obsequies over the remains 
of the martyred statesman at Can­ 
ton, Ohio. 
Never has there been a 
more unanimous response to a call 
than the one made for this meeting 
when it was stated that the shakers 
would talk on the theme uppermost 
in the hearts of the American people 
— the death of President McKinley. 
Mayor A. J. Halsted presided at 
the meeting and he called the vast 
audience to order shortly after 2 
o'clock. The hall had been appro 
priately decorated for the occasion, 
the stage being banked with cut flow­ 
ers and potted plants and great 
drapes of mourning encircling the 
opening of the stage. 
Du the ros­ 
trum were Mayor Halsted, Dr. Robert 
Forbes, Rev. Father D. W. Lynch, 
Rev. M. L. Hutton, Rev. J. Clulow, 
Rev. S. NY. Hover, Rev. Roderick J. 
Mooney and Secretary Wilhelm, of 
the Y. M. C. A. 
Mayor Halsted in a very impres­ 
sive manner stated the object of the 
meeting. 
He said that for the third 
time in the history of the nation its 
people had been called upon to weep 
over the bier of a martyred president. 
He spoke of the great and over­ 
whelming grief that the death of 
President McKinley occasioned, be­ 
ing a high minded statesman, agreat 
and good man, a gallant soldier ami 
a Christian. 
He stated that it was 
a painful duty for him to preside at 
such a meeting and did not feel equal 
to the occasion. 
He called on Sec­ 
retary Wilhelm, of the Y. M. C. A., to 
read the proclamation of President 
Roosevelt. 
The mayor then called on the .Fo­ 
liar! quartette and the familiar and 
timely old hymn, ‘ There is a Wide­ 
ness in God’s Mercy” was sung with 
good effect. 
I 
Prayer was then offered by Rev. S. 
W. Hover, of the First Baptist 
church, and the first*.speaker called 
upon was Rev. M. L. Huttoity-of the 
First Congregational church. Rev. 
Hutton referred to the historical 
drama of the time of Julius Ceasar, 
when the two principals were Cassius 
>>and Brutus, and after the scenes on 
the famous yet fatal field of Phi Hi pi, 
the dbrds of Mark Anthony over the 
body of Brutus when he said, “ He 
was a man” can be well said in the 
case of William McKinley. 
In speaking of the life of Presi­ 
dent McKinley it can be truthfully 
said tWat he was a man and and all 
nature responds to this* assertion. 
McKinl^' was a patriotic, true mag­ 
nanimous man and as a Christian 
was good. 
As a citizen he was al­ 
ways loyal and patriotic, and as a 
^ statesman his great purpose was to 
* serve the nation and bring freedom 
and happiness to the land. 
The assassination of President Mc­ 
Kinley appeals to all as a most ap­ 
palling tragedy. There at Buffalo, 
at a time when, to all outward ap­ 
pearances, there was peace and hap­ 
piness a Judas appeared and fired 
the bullets that pierced the body of 
the most beloved of all men, startled 
two continents and astounded the 
whole world. 
We ought to ask what 
such a crime at such a time betokens, 
flawlessness begets outlaws, and so 
JI long as men are permitted to diso­ 
bey the laws of the country there is 
danger. These men who disobey the 
laws of the country should be ban 
is bed . 
Today we find the world midst 
sorrow and tears and the heart of 
the nation is bleeding, and ae we 
look over the situation our hearts 
cannot help go out with deepest sym­ 
pathies to the brave woman, who 
was a life companion to the presi­ 
dent, and commend her to God, the 


try has had three great presidents, 
and as years come anil go. Mt. Ver­ 
non, Springfield and Canton shall 
ever rise as shrines of liberty, Ameri­ 
canism and patriotism. 
The next speaker was Rev. D. W. 
Lynch, pastor of St. Francis Catho­ 
lic church. 
He said that the people 
of Brainerd had assembled together 
to perform a sad duty, to mourn the 
loss of the chief executive of the 
nation, and while a vast concourse of 
people were conveying him to his 
last resting place, we convene to 
show respect anil honor to the illus­ 
trious dead. 
We gather together 
within the dark shadow of a nation's 
loss. The president is dead and still 
he lives. 
Webster, 
Sumner and 
Blaine were all great men, but Mc­ 
Kinley had some qualities of great­ 
ness that cannot be compared, 
We 
mourn not alone the chief executive 
of the nation, but that such a hein­ 
ous and dastardly crime was per­ 
mitted in the “land of the free and 
the home of the brave;” a land that 
welcomes with open arms the sons 
and daughters of every nation. 
Anarchy is the child of lawless­ 
ness; hate that makes just rulers die. 
Anarchy has been the c a u se to make 
seventy-five million people bow their 
heads in sorrow. 
Duties well performed merits Wil­ 
liam McKinley a place among the 
nation’s great men. What a great 
example to young and old his lib 
has been. 
His name will go down 
the ages as a noble citizen who was 
proud to serve his country. 
Al­ 
though he has gone and has left a 
great nation a loss, this great re­ 
public will live and the flag which 
means so much will still wave over a 
free and liberty loving people. 
We 
are not like a country where there 
arc emporers and kings but the reins 
of government pass into the hands 
of a capable and,able American gen­ 
tleman, President Roosevelt, who 
has declared his policy in the light 
of American patriotism and in tog- 
rity. The speaker referred to the 
words of President Roosevelt when 
he gave out what his policy would 
be and said that “they were grand 
words, expressions af a patriot, coin­ 
ing from a great man.” 
Rev. Roderick J. Mooney was the 
next speaker introduced. 
Mr. Moo­ 
ney stat«*d that he was in another 
city when he heard that there would 
be a public gathering and hastened 
home so that he might be present. 
Ile referred to the scripture wherein 
it tells of the people who came to the 
temple to worship with olive oil. 
The oil he explained as being the 
most appropriate on account of its 
qualities that the light therefrom 
might 
perpetuate 
the cause for 
which it was brought. 
It was the 
purest oil that could be procured. 
This lesson be pointed out as one 
that the nation should learn well, 
the present thoughts to Is? the guid­ 
ing stars and to shape th** destinies 
of the nation. 
McKinley, he stat**!, was the ripe 
fruit of Americanism. 
He came 
out from the public schools and was 
reared in a holy home and we find 
him as a boy kneeling at the feet of 
a Christian 
mother. 
When the 
country was in darkest trouble he 
went forth and fought nobly and 
well to raise th*-flag *-f the union. 
By and by we find him taking his 
place in the workl as a citizen, true 
and beautiful in the genius of abso­ 
lute citizenship. 
He arose steadily 
and finally the time carne when a 
man was wanted at the helm, 
We 
did not want a coward nor spoils­ 
man, nor politician 
We got what 
we wanted, the ideal American citi­ 
zen, 
Mr. Mooney referred to his 
speech at Buffalo and that every 
true American citizen should read 
it, study it and make it a part of his 
life. 
His words, he declared, were 
not the simple, seemingness plati­ 
tudes of 
the 
simple 
politician, 


l*e learned from the life of this man, 
an honored Christian and a patriotic 
citizen. 
Something must be done to stem 
forever the horrible tide of anarchy. 
Anarchy is in every sense contrary 
to the law of God and is decidedly 
opposed to the flag of the nation. 
The quartette then sang. “ Load 
Kindly Light,” President McKirr- 
ley's favorite hymn and it was a 
solemn moment, many tears being 
visible in the audience. 
Rev. Dr. Forbes, of Duluth, was 
then introduced. 
He said that we 
were here to dav as mourners in 
common with over seventy million 
people who are shedding tears. The 
meeting was prompted by a lofty 
spirit of patriotism. 
Patriotism is 
a virtue. 
The race is yet in it" infancy. 
When the doctrine of the man of 
Galilee will fill the world, the war 
throes and the anguishes of war will 
cease. 
But t ha I time is not yet at 
hand. 
Love of country is always a 
commendable thing. No man can 
call the Hag his own unless he would 
b** willing to follow it to death if 
necessary. 
The Romans would spare 
their lands or gold, their limb or life, 
if need be, to save their country. 
American manhood instil** highest 
type of manhood on the face of the 
earth. Our nation commenced where 
all others left off. When the found­ 
ers of our country came to these 
shores they were cornjiosed of men of 
the sturdy type of English manhood. 
They knew the rights of liberty arid 
dared maintain them. 
During all the 
time since there has been great pro­ 
gress and God has been trying an ex­ 
periment to find out if the people of 
the land are capable of self govern­ 
ment, and the tragic deaths of Lin­ 
coln, Garfield and McKinley are ele­ 
ments iu the great problem. 
We can­ 
not always have a smooth running 
government. 
Perpetual sunshine 
will turn the most fertile field into a 
desert place. 
Dr. Forbes stated t hut he had no 
sympathy with the expression that it 
was God s hand that prompted the 
assassination of the president. 
It 
was the devil’s hand. God does not 
need a Booth, Guiteau or a ( v.olgo/.s 
to exemplify his works. 
A great 
many wonder, he said, why the pray­ 
ers from all the altars of the country 
for the recovery of President McKin­ 
ley were not answered. 
Ile said that 
the prayers will be answered aud 
they did not imply alone to the |H*r-

TRIBUTE TO 
HATTON’S DEAD 


One of Largest Audiences Ever Gathered 
in 


City Hear Words of Eloquence. 


With Saddened Hearts a Large Concourse of 


Citizens Gather in Gardner Hall. 


The people of Brainerd. patriotic 
and loyal, responded nobly jester* 
day afternoon and Gardner Hall was 
filled to overflowing by an intelligent 
and representative body of people, 
who gathered to do honor to the late 
President McKinley, the hour of 
meeting being simultaneous with tH Mg church. He said that the people 
funeral obsequies over the remains 
of the martyred statesman at Can* 
ton, Ohio. Never has there been a 
more unanimous response to a call 
than the one made for this meeting 
when it was stated that the speakers 
would talk on the theme uppermost 
in the hearts of the American people 
—the death of President McKinley. 
Mayor A. J. Halsted presided at 
the meeting and be called the vast 
audience to order shortly after 2 
o’clock. The ball had been appro­ 
priately decorated for the occasion, 
the stage being banked with cut flow­ 
ers and potted plants and great 
drapes of mourning encircling the 
opening of the stage. On the ros­ 
trum were Mayor Halsted, Dr. Robert 
Forbes, Rev. Father D. W. Lynch, 
Rev. M. L. Hutton, Rev. J. Clulow, 
Rev. S. W. Hover, Rev, Roderick J. 
Mooney and Secretary Wilhelm, of 
the y/ m. C. A. 
Mayor Halsted in a very impres­ 
sive manner stated the object of the 
meeting. He said that for the third 
time in the history of the nation its 
0 people bad been called upon to weep 
over the bier of a martyred president. 
He spoke of the great and over­ 
whelming grief that the death of 
President McKinley occasioned, be­ 
ing a high minded statesman, a great 
and good man, a gallant soldier and 
a Christian. He stated that it was 
a painful duty for him to preside at 
such a meeting and did not feel equal 
to the oocsssion. He called on Sec­ 
retary Wilhelm, of the Y. M.C. A., to 
read the proclamation of President 
Roosevelt. 
The mayor then called on the .Fo­ 
lian quartette and the familiar and 
timely old hymn, “There is a Wide­ 
ness in God’s Mercy” was sung with 
good effect.

Prayer was then offered by Rev. S. 
W, Hover, of the First Baptist 
church, and the firs^ speaker called 
upon was Rev. M. L. Hutto%*of the 
First Congregational church. Rev. 
Hutton referred to the historical 
drama of the time of Julius Ceasar,

».and Brutus, and after the scenes on 
the famous yet fatal field of Phillip», 
the 4brds of Mark Anthony over the 
body of Brutus when he said, “He 
was a man '* can be well said in the 
case of William McKinley. 
In speaking of the life of Presi­ 
dent McKinley it can be truthfully 
said fftat be was a man and and all 
nature responds to this» assertion. 
McKintag was a patriotic, true mag­ 
nanimous man and as a Christian 
was good. As a citizen he was al­ 
ways loyal and patriotic, and as a 
j statesman his great purpose was to 
^ serve the nation and bring freedom 
and happiness to the land.

to perform a sad duty, to mourn the 
loss of the chief executive of the 
nation, and while a vast concourse of 
people were conveying him to bis 
last resting place, we convene to 
show respect and honor to the illus­ 
trious dead. We gather together 
within the dark shadow of a nation s 
loss. The president is dead and still 
he lives. Webster, Sumner and 
Blaine were all great men, but Mc­ 
Kinley bad some qualities of great­ 
ness that cannot be compared. We 
mourn not alone the chief executive 
of the nation, but that such a hein­ 
ous and dastardly crime was per­ 
mitted in the “land of the free and 
the home of the brave;*' a land that 
welcomes with open arms the sons 
and daughters of every nation. 
Anarchy is the child of lawless­ 
ness; hate that makes just rulers die. 
Anarchy has been the cause to make 
seventy-five million people bow their 
heads in sorrow. 
Duties well performed men is Wil­ 
liam McKinley a place among the 
nation's great men. What a great 
example to young and old his life 
has been. His name will go down 
the ages as a noble citizen who was 
proud to serve his country. 
Al­ 
though he has gone and has left a 
great nation a loss, this great re­ 
public will live and the flag which 
means so mnch will still wave over a 
free and liberty loving people. We 
are not like a country where there 
are etnporers and kings but the reins 
of government pass into the hands 
of a capable and.able American gen­ 
tleman, President Roosevelt, who 
has declared bis policy in the light 
of American patriotism and integ­ 
rity. The speaker referred to the 
words of President Roosevelt when 
he gave out what his policy would 
be and said that “they were grand 
words, expressions af a patriot, coin 
ing from a great roan.” 
Rev. Roderick J. Mooney was the 
next speaker Introduced. Mr. Moo­ 
ney stated that be was in another 
city when be beard that there would 
be a public gathering and hastened 
home so that be might be present. 
He referred to the scripture wherein 
it tells of the people who came to the 
temple to worship with olive oil. 
The oil be explained as being the 
most appropriate on account of its 
qualities that the light therefrom 
might perpetuate the cause for 
which it was brought. It was the 
purest oil that could be procured. 
This lesson be pointed out ss one 
that the nation should learn well, 
the present thoughts to be the guid­ 
ing stars and to shape the destinies 
of the nation. 
McKinley, be stated, was the ripe 
fruit of American!*m. He came 
out from the public schools sod was 
reared in a holy home sod we find 
him as a boy kneeling at the feet of 
a Christian mother. Whew the 
country was in darkest trouble he 
went forth sod fought nobly and 
well to raise the flag of the union. 
By and by we And him taking his 
place in the world as s citizen, true 
and beautiful in the genius of abso­ 
lute citizenship. He arose steadily 
aad finally the time came when a 
man was wanted at the helm. We 
did not want a coward nor spoils­ 
man, nor politician. We got what 
we wanted, the ideal American ctti 
sen. Mr. Mooney referred to hit 
speech at Buffalo and that every 
true American citizen should read 
it. study it and make it a part of his 
Ufo. His words, he declared, were 
not the Mmple, eeemingieee plati­ 
tudes of the támpie politician, 
but the words of a great aad good 
What a great lesson can 


l»e learned from the Ufe of this man, 
an honored Christian and n patriotic 
citizen. 
Something must be done to stem 
forever the horrible tide of anarchy. 
Anarchy is in every sense contrary 
to the law of God and is decidedly 
opposed to the flag of the nation. 
The quartette then sang, “Lead 
Kindly Light,” President McKiir- 
ley's favorite hymn and it was a 
solemn moment, many tears bring 
visible in the audience. 
Rev. Dr. Forbes, of Duluth, was 
then introduced. He said that we 
were here to daT as mourners in 
common with over seventy million 
people who are shedding tears. The 
meeting was prompted bv a lofty 
spirit of patriotism. Patriotism is 
a virtue. 
The race is yet in its infancy. 
When the doctrine of the man of 
Galilee will fill the world, the war 
throes and the anguishes of war will 
cease. But that time is not yet at 
hand. Love of country is always a 
commendable thing. No man can 
call the flag his own unit*** he would 
be willing to follow* it to death if 
necessary. The Romans would spare 
their lands or gold, their limb or life, 
if need be, to save their country. 
American manhood is^tbe highest 
type of manhood oo the face of the 
earth. Our nation commenced where 
all others left off. When the found­ 
ers of our country came to these 
shores they were composed of men of 
the sturdy type* of English manhood. 
They knew the rights of liberty and 
dared maintain them. During all the 
time since there has been great pro­ 
gress and God has been trying an ex­ 
periment to And out if the people of 
the land are capable of self-govern­ 
ment, and the tragic deaths of Lin­ 
coln, Garfield and McKinley are ele­ 
ments in the great problem. We can­ 
not always have a smooth running 
government. 
Perpetual sunshine 
will turn the most fertile field into a 
desert place. 
Dr. Forbes stated that he had no 
sympathy with the expression that it- 
wns God s hand that prompted the 
assassination of the president. It 
was the devil 's hand. God does not 
need a Booth, Guiteau or a Cmlgnm 
to exemplify his works. A great 
many wonder, he said, why the pray­ 
ers from all the altars of the country 
for the recovery of President .McKin­ 
ley were not answered. He said that 
the prayers will be answered and 
they did not imply alone to the per­ 
sonal recovery of the president but 
as chief executive of the nation. He 
looked into the hearts of bis people 
and fount! their most in wart! thoughts 
and be will grant their petitions. 
He eulogized President McKinley 
for his great work during the war 
with Spain and the great problems 
with which he had to contend. He 
denounced the assassination as an 
outrage ou the people of the land, 
but be also admonished the people to 
take more care and not to criticize 
too severely prominent men, and 
called to mind the incidents In the 
careers of Dewey and Hobson. These 
criticisms might lead, be said, to 
such deeds as have been committed 
in the land. 
As we stand at the grave of the 
late president we forget for a time 
all animosities and strifes. He was 
piessed to note the presence of repre­ 
sentatives of the great Roman Cath­ 
olic church, of the Episcopal church, 
Congregational church, 
Baptist 
church and Methodist church, seated 
together on the rostrum. 
Since McKinley has had to die be 
was glad to know that the colonel of 
the rough riders steps in, for be is 
sure that the country will be well 
cared for.

My fel- 
iow-inen this is an indication of great­ 
ness- indeed it is greatness itself. 
Anot her phase of our beloved pres­ 
ident s life has touched a responsive 
chord in the breast of every lover of 
borne. 
Absorbing questions and 
great problems have never swal­ 
lowed up nor swayed his affection 
from the cotti pan ion and love of his 
youth, tbe wife whom he promised 
to love and cherish. What pictures 
we had of loyal affection and devo­ 
tion when the stern realities of war 
were upon us. of his slipping away 
to the sick chamber. The recent 
tour of the continent called forth 
sympathetic expressions of cordial 
good will in behalf of the chief ex­ 
ecutive and his invalid companion.

public ruled by the suffrage of the peo­ 
ple fa as vicious as is a despotism ruled 
by the will of one man. 
While the keynote to all anarchistic 
associations is such intense Individ­ 
ualism that no man can be bound to 
anything he does not approve of, yet 
the men Indulging In thg«» vagaries are 
generally divided In two classes. 
The 
first of these are the followers of 
Proudhon, who are called Individualis­ 
tic anarchists, the second class being 
I lie followers of Marx, who are called 
the communistic anarchists, or interna­ 
tionalists. 
The headquarters 
In 
the 
United 
Btates of the individualistic anarchists 
Is in Boston, where tbetr organ. Liber­ 
ty. Is published. The anarchists were 
said to 1HUB to number 5,000. They do 
not take any part In elections, as they 
regard them only as Instruments of op­ 
pression. They disclaim any sympathy 
with violence as a means of bringing 
altout a condition of anarchy. 
They 
claim that they expect 
a 
peaceful 
evolution as a result of their own agi­ 
tation to bring about their ends. 
With Proudhon these anarchists deny 
the existence of Clod, though they do 
not make war on those who attend 
churches except to the extent of insist­ 
ing that these churches shall be sup­ 
ported 
toy 
voluntary 
contrltoutious. 
They oppose any measure for the sup-' 
press loo of social vice th rough the 
means of legislation. They oppose tbe 
life of marriage ami In Its place advo­ 
cate what they term “outotnlatte** mar- 
rfage, which Is a sort of partnership 
from which either party can withdraw 
at any time. 
The communistic anarchists, .or fol­ 
lowers of Marx, do not hesitate to com­ 
mit any deed of violence In order to 
advance tbetr cause. These anarchists 
gained their greatest strength In their 
society called the International Work- 
Ittgmen’s association about 1872, after 
which It very largely went to piece*. 
At that time Bakunine, who advocated 
an international revolutionary move­ 
ment for all laboring classes to culmi­ 
nate in a general Insurrection, was ex­ 
pelled from the organisation. 
This branch of the anarchists direct­ 
ed Its efforts especially against private 
proiierty, while the alleged peaceful 
followers of Proodboo assert that If 
state property and the force of the la w 
are destroyed private property will not 
he worth anything anyway. 
But It la 
Proudhon who Is 
regarded 
aa the 
founder of modern anarchism. 
Ills 
Ideas were taken up by Russians and 
made the basis of a most vigorous po­ 
litical agitation which directed Itself 
toward the billing of heads of govern­ 
m ent 
Next to Russia ffpain la the country 
In which anarchists have made moat 
headway.
